2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Lee (US 2002/0028388) discloses a composition for use in the manufacture of a 
battery electrolyte comprising: a polysiloxane-polyoxyalkylene compound represented 
by formula (2); a lithium salt (electrolyte salt); and 0.1 to 5 parts by weight of at least 
one polymerization initiator (See paragraphs [0024]-[0031]). Okada (US 2002/005191 1) 
discloses a composition for use in the manufacture of a battery electrolyte comprising: a 
polysiloxane that has a polyethylene oxide structure-containing group as a substituent 
on a silicon atom; a hydrosilylation catalyst; and an electrolyte salt (See paragraphs 
[0026], [0074]). Nakamura (US 51 12512) discloses an ionically conductive material 
comprising a crosslinked copolymer of organopolysiloxane and polyoxyalkylene; an

electrolyte salt; and a hydrosilylation reaction catalyst (See column 3 line 47 to column 4 
line 32). 

However, none of the prior art references disclose a polyorganosiloxane 
comprising at least two siloxyl units, wherein one of the radicals of which comprises a 
functional group of epoxy type and at least one radical carrying a polyoxyalkylene ether 
functional group.
